‘*] have for some time believed, and liv- 
ed in the hopes thereof, and am now in a 
measure confirmed, of more glorious things 
yet to be revealed to the church of Christ, 
and that further and greater discoveries 
will yet be made, with respect to the Chris- 
tian Religion than ever yet has been since 
the apostacy.” See Churchman’s Journal, 
Crookshanks’ edition, page 254. 

Now if Joseph White, one of the most 
eminent ministers and a christian of deep 
experience, had such a belief that more 
glorious things were to be revealed than 
had then been made Known, it becomes us 
to consider with attention what may be pre- 
sented in the dispensations of the present 
day. Whew a man venerable for his years, 
and who for the greatest part of a century, 
has maintained the dignity and uprightness 
of a christian, shall represent his views of 
religion unshackled by outward ceremo- 
nies—<disencumbered from carnal and ma- 
terial ideas, in order to lead us into more 
spirituality in our religious devotions, 
ought we not to be careful how we con- 
demn? Joseph White says “ greater dis- 
coverics will yet be made’’—but while we 
adhere rigidly and pertinaciously to the 
precise point at which the fathers of the 
church have left ws, are we promoting as 
we ought to, that reformation which they 
were concerned to advance?

Not by endeavouring to imitate other 


fessions of Faith, but by simple attention to 
the unfoldings of the light of the gospel, 
unshackled by the plottings and contrivan- 
ces of those who are hostile to the advance- 
ment of the church. 

When Ralph Sandiford and Benjamin 
Lay published their carnest expostulations 
against the slavery of the negroes, their 
doctrines were considered new, and many 
a high professor was indignant at the en- 
croachment which these reformers were 
making upon a practice which custom and 
selfishness had introduced, though entirely 
inconsistent with the christian character. 

It is wisdom in us to iearn profitable les- 
sons from the occurrences that are past:

Hence Benezet and Woolman found work 
to do which George Fox appears to have 
had little concern about, and hence every 
one will find work to do in promoting re- 
formation ; according to the gift reeeived, 
and his attention to that gift, he will not be 
tied down to old customs, nor old systems, 
any further than they are sanctioned by 
the revelation of truth, independent of the 
testimonies or traditions of the church.

“ what news from Spein?” We answer, 
“nothing very es ar reel The official 
account of the vat of the rear guard of 
Ballesteros, and the capture of Alcirus, a 
small town » the Jucar, and ulso of the 
fu:tress of Tortosa, on the Ebro, aic the 
chief military details. More troops are 
preparing to enter Spein, and the blockad- 
ing squadron before Cadiz, is to be uug- 
mented. The Regency have published « 
theree, confiseuting the estates of all the 
Cortes, and the veluntvers of Madrid and 
Seville, who accompanied them, and de- 
neuncing all the members of that body 
who voted for the late resolution declaring 
the King incapable, as guilty of high tres- 
som, and liable, of course, to capital pun- 
Lisiament; all, however, who will desert the 
couse, are ty find pardon and reward.— 
They have re-established the Jesuits, and 
exetcise a vigilant censorship over the 
press. Mina is once more in the very 
jaws of destruction, but not, it scems actu- 
ally destroyed. The Spanish privateers 
ate vigorously and successfully depredat- 
ing the French commerce. 

Accounts from Egypt, speak of a revolt 
of the troops in the Dults of the Nile, 
which prevents the Viceroy from march- 
ing, as ordered by the Sultan, to arrest the 
prog: ess of the Persians. 

Greece is sill looking up. Her Avet is 
large and in good condition. At the head 
of the legislative branch of the govein- 
ment, is George Konturiote, a Hydiiot; 
the executive branch is directer’ by Petio 
Mauromic halos, formerly Prince of Maina. 
The Conrt of Vicnna have determined to 
respect the Greck blockades, when main- 
tained by an effective force. 


GREEKS AND TURKS. 

By a letter from Alexandria in Feypt 
we bearn that the Viceroy has received an 
order from the Sultan to place himself at 
the head of all his troops, and march to 
Bagdad to stop the progress of the Per- 
sians, but a portion of the troops stationed 
in the Delta having revolted, it appears 
that the Pacha found it impossible to obey 
the mandate of his Highness. Ble had in 
effect already given orders tothe Egyptian 
Heet not to sail until the commotion should 
be quicted. 

Lette:s from Corfu of the 25th of May, 
at the same time that they contirm the 
news that the Generals Marco, Bozzari, 
and’ Maort, had taken the fortress of Le- 
panto by assault, also announce that Negro-

A NEWSPAPER IN HAYTI. 

The Nutional Gazctte of the 18th, men- 
tions having received a series to the 15th 
of July, of the Haytien Journal, entitled, 
“Le Propagateur Haytien,” political and 
literary, and edited by several Haitiens, It 
is certainly very creditable in substance 
and style, to the Haytien characteg. The 
politics of Europe are ably discussed, with 
the feelings and principles which prevail 
in this country. Various essays on Agri- 
culture are inserted with the design of 
teaching the inhabitants the importance of 
that pursuit and engaging them in rural 
economy. It is affirmed that the Island 
possesses a soil.of unequalled fertility, and 
farms enough to warrant the expectation 
that, in some years hence, its products will 
be doubled o7 tripled. “ In the year 1800,” 
says the Journal, “ the amount of our ex- 
ports was of the value of more than 8° 
millions of dollars, Our population is no’ 
as Numerous as it then was; but with me- 
thod and perseverance, we may casily 
draw from our soil, every year, forty or 
fifty millions of duilars.” 

The number for the first of June, con- 
tains a translation of the law of South Ca- 
rolina, respecting the introduction of peo- 
ple of colour into that state, which Judge 
Johnson has just decided to be unconstitu- 
tional. The Haytien editors preface it 
thus—“ We consign to the indignation of 
all those who aspire to be christians, or ci- 
vilized men, the following extracts of a 
law, &c, Is it among a people of British 
origin, upon the soil of Franklin and Penn, 
where flourishes the morality of the Qua- 
kers and the Bible, that laws of this cha- 
racter are promulputed in the face of the 
sun of the 13th century? or rather is it 
amony the inhabitants of New Zealand, or 
the wandering hordes of the desert of Sa- 
bara, ke.” Great indignation is expressed 
at the suspicion, that the government and 
People of Huayti have tampered, or do tam- 
per, with the negro slaves in any part of 
the world, ‘The proclamation of Presi- 
dent Boyer of the 20th of March last, which 
forbids Hayticn vessels to anchor or touch 
at any of the neighbouring Islands, is as- 
cribed to his wish to remove the disquie- 
tudes of friendly governments. 

The following article, trans'ated from 
the number of the 15th of June, exempli- 
fies the order of things between the British 
and Elaytien governments. 

“ His Britannic Majesty's frigate, Pyra- 
mus, Captain Newcomb, sailed on the 9th 
inst. for Jamaica, after having remained at 
anchor for several days in the harbour of 
Port-au-Prince. The object of her visit is 
hot exactiy known to.us. Some persons 
suppose that she brought his Excellency 
the President, the compliments of the En- 
glish admiral on his arrival in these seas 
to take command of the station. Captain 
Newcomb and bis officers were present, on 
horsebock, at tthe miitary parade of Sunday, 
and when the Captain took leave of the 
President, it was inferred from the ex- 
pression of satisfaction in the countenances 
of both, that the result of the visit gave 
mutual pleasure.”

On the 16th of June, Capt. Garwood, of 
the ship Magnet of this port, was boarded 
and taken possession of, by a Spunish Pri- 
vateer, between Cape de Gatt, and Cape 
Pallo, near Alicant, run intu a bay, near 
the land on the coast, and anchored in four 
fathom water. Capt. Garwood was pre- 
vented from landing or from sending a let- 
ter to the American Consul at Alicant, 
and he, as well as his crew, were much 
alfused by the freebooters, while lying at 
anchor. At one time they presented a 
loaded musket to his breast, and at the first 
and second officer’s, because they could 
not get as hearty a supper as they wished. 
About 8 o'clock that night, two privateers, 
with abOut 50 men, went along side and 
ordered the ship to be got under way, and 
to stand to sea, as they said for the purpose 
of proceeding for Carthagena, but Capt. 
Garwood soon found their intention was to 
pillage the ship, and refused to get under 
way. They then proposed, that he should 
permit them to load their vessels with to- 
bacco and cofice, and they would give him 
a receipt for them, but when they found 
they could not prevail on him, they de- 
termined to murder him and the mates, 
and load their vessels and then burn the 
ship, with al] hands on bowrd. Fortunately 
the night was very calm, and the ship made 
but little way from shore, and as she lay 
too close to the harbour, for them to ac- 
complish their intentions, they robbed her 
of every thing they could lay their hands 
on. Next morning, after taking about 20

TERRIBLE ACCIDENT. 
A letter received by a gentleman in New 
York, from a friend who went passenger in 
the brig Ann, Harrison, which sailed from 
Philadelphia, for London, in May last, says, 
“ On our passage out, the first night, when 
about fifty miles from land, the wind chan- 
ged and came ahead, blowing pretty fresh 
—-the captain had just quitted the deck, 
and turned in at midnight, when we were 
suddenly alarmed by a heavy crash. All 
hands flew to the deck to learn the cause, 
which proved to be that we had ran foul of 
a large sloop-—great consternation prevail- 
ed on both sides, the sloop calling for a 
rope and to lower our boats, and we hailing 
her to stand by, as she had stove in our 
bow, and we were sinking. We, however, 
on sounding the pumps and examining 
more closely, found we had not suffered so 
much as was at first feared. Efforts were 
then made to beat towards the sloop, but 
the rigging was too much injured to get to 
windward--unfortunately, no small boat 
was attached to our brig, and the jolly bout 
and deck were Jumbered with cotton—ceve- 
ry exertion was however made to get the 
boat out, but we were fast drifting to lee- 
ward, as their cries became more faint. 
We shewed lights, which were not an- 
swered. At Iength, one dreadful and pier- 
cing shrick of despair seemed to announce 
the climax of their sufferings, and the ab- 
sence of all hope—after which not a sound 
was heard!

Shot Towers.—We understand a Shot 
Tower is now erecting in New York. The 
manner of making shot in those towers is 
this: the molten lead mixed with asmall pro- 
portion of orpiment, a mineral composed 
of arsenic and sulphur, is poured through 
a cullender, full of holes of the size it is 
intended to make the shot, and falls into 
water below; the smallest shot must fall 
about 12 feet, the next size ten feet further, 
and so on antil it comes to the largest size, 
which requires a fall of 160 feet to perfect 
it. The shot is then put into a revolving 
cylinder, until it is sufficiently polishes, 
when it is jiaced on an inclined plane, that 
part which is perfect rolls off by itself, and 
that which is defective is thrown on the 
flattened side, and lodges by the way, and 
is melted andrunover. There are several 
other modes of making shot, but no other 
requires these high towers.
